Secondly there was un- 
preparednes's. both in material 
means and in spirit She lacked 
unity, especially in matters of gov- 
ernment and the army command.

At this point His Highness ^show- 
ed the grounds for the justification 
of King Leopold's surrender Leo- 
pold told the Allied High Com- 
! mand before the war started, and 
alio on the day of the invasion of 
his country by the Germans, that 
prolonged resistance, on the part of 
the Bâgian army was impossible 
if they- were -cut off froiri' 'the 
Allied armies. 

The third reason for the failure 
of the Democracies was the Ger- 
man use of the Fifth Column, par- 
ticularly in France.

In addition to the above, the In' 
stilute itself serves as a clearing 
house for all botanical knowledge 
and recently has Inaugurated a

Dr. Dunning said, and humanit]r^% 
so constituted that anything that, 
comes easily is seldom accorded its 
true value. 

Therefijce, he stated, It is vital 
that the young manhood and wo- 
manhood should appreciate thati 
simple isauc. No matter how. clev-. 
erly disguised, the truth is that 
slavery (or the common man and. 
woman is an essential condition, fpç-, 
.i!ctaior;h:p. There ha.ve bee] 
bénéficient dictators, but the only' 
way to remove a bad one is by

". . . the F,nglish are qurcr (oik with lliplr 
lack of !so\\\ and thoiv hard ni.ilorinliMU. but 
they arc goixl piKjplc to livr .-(iiioMssl. " Oliver 
St, John Gogarty has taken hi.s own cryplii- 
phrase as the Ihome of "Going Native" and 
one can't help feeling that he Is adding in n 
secret aside, "for a lime." For his licarl and 
soul, his inescapable Iri.-ih .«oui, belongs lo 
Ireland. 

The first chapter of "Oolng Nalivc" doal.'i 
with the disillusioninenl felt by (he author 
with current Irish affairs. Tlic refusal of a 
great |>eopIe to recognize and fulfill its des- 
tiny instead of reducing the national vicw- 
jxiinl to the indignity of prtly iiolilir.':. Even 
convcrfalion. the nio,*t fluent and |yip\ilar p.\- 
pression of intcUectiia) aolivily is a rofusoc m 
England. As a toîuII of a conwrjation with 
Yeats, Gillian Ouselcy, that is lo say Gogarty, 
decides that temporarily at least l\e nnist re- 
lin<;uish his soul and acquire the haix) mater- 
ialism of the Engli.sh. In short, he must, in 
order to .«ave the intellectual life wliicli he 
must ha\-e. he nnifl go to F.nRlaiid and lilcr- 
ally "go native." 

Having Ouselcy amid.-^t "that hapiiy breed 
of men" and being able to watch his i-cactions 
with a detached objectivity is the final proof 
of the complete sophistication of Gogarty's 
wrjiinj:.

THE LAST MAN by .Mfred Noyes; John 
Murray. 1940: pp. 272; $2.00. 

The present conflict in Europe has result- 
ed in a flood of literature dealing with the 
possibilities of a universal war and its ulti- 
mate results. The \ar;fty M theories advanced 
on this point '.c?.ves very little to bo dc-ired. 
but r=;h?r tax?? the imagination. 1; i? with 
that end ;n view that .Alfred Noyes wrote 
■'The Last Man." a prophetic novel about a 
■"last man" who is not a last man and a "last 
woman" who is not a last woman. As a mat- 
ter oi lact t.o-.varQS t.he end we find that there 
:f i^whole community of survivors where 
there should havè been no.ie. 

The gist oX the siorj- is' that the total 
population of the world is killed off by the 
action of some mysterious ray, leaving only 
Mark Adams, saved by the fact that he -was 
si the bottom of the sea in a su'omarine ai 
the V:me. He travels up a.id down the coun- 
tr;.- in E.igland find.'ng no other ."^urvivors. In 
France he discovers a clue pointing to the 
presence of a female survivor, Evelyn Hamil- 
ton, whom he finally manages to track down 
by an ingenious system of deduction. He 
finds her in a little town near Rome. She 
tells him that she was saved by the interven- 
tion ol the man who invented the lethal ray. 
•This man, who is still alive and in love with 
her. turns out to be the villain of the piece. 

Alter treating the reader to a Cook's tour 
of London, Paris and Rome, and the author's 
conception of what the world might look like 
when denuded of its populatio/i, Alfred Noycs 
goes on to develop a love story as feeble a.'- 
the general political background to the story. 
Mr. Noyes seems to be ratjier sketchiJy in- 
formed on the subject ot world politics be- 
fore the catastrophe, and his story s)]Ows it. 
He at'.tmpls to cojijjjo.iii'.i. Lor \r.:^ <i(;f:';ii-;.(y 
by displaying his knowledge of the geography 

dollar and otin !■ i ;, u.-j^s. The ehariti".-- 
commiiice has outlined the need for 
money, and we agree wth them.

UENES OF CZECHOSLOVAKIA by Godfrey 
Lias; George Allen St Unwln Lid., London; 
1940: pp. .103. 

The life of Edunrd Benrs Is Inextricably 
linked with the rise and fall of Ihe Czecho- 
slovak State and 11 is around tlie existence of 
this tiny vopublic that tïodfrey I-las lins 
woven his exposition of tlu' nones attitude in 
the crisis ni Munich. 10.18. For this la not 
really a biography in the comploté sense of 
the word but n defence of Bcne.-î In direct op- 
position lo the Allied politician.-; who .so .stu- 
pidly f.-tllcd the Central Europeans and tlicii 
ow n people ill a lime when it behooved Ihcin 
to "know Ijelter." 

Briefly the aullior's tliesis is this. Benes 
felt from a purely nntionnlislic and practical 
viewpoint thai the cxislencc of his country 
was dependent upon Franco-Drilish support 
just as much ns their existence was dependent 
upon a free, independent and democratic 
Czech state. HisLuically he worked tor this 
from the very birth of llic country. The 
author quotes a letter from Lloyd George to 
the late President Masaryk, ai the close of llie 
war, "Your nation has rendered inestimable 
service lo Russia and to the Allies in their 
struggle to free the world from despotism; 
wo shall never forget it." Twenty years later 
a British prime minister, Mr. Neville Cham- 
berlain, said of these very same "heroe.s" that 
they were "people of whom wo know noth- 
ing." But Benes in all his years of western 
orientation could see only that if Czechoslo- 
vakia fell to tlic Germans. Franco would. For 
him it was a practical view of give and take. 
, For the Allied statesman it was fear of Bo!- 
i shevism, the left wind and p.<ieudo-liberal 
elements. 

If Hitler were the god of reaction natur- 
ally men like Laval, Petain, Daladier and 
Reynaud would find refuge in his strength to 
face the mounting Socialist tide. Herriot, a 
former prime minister, could rejoice in Ger- 
man greatnefs, but when the mighty blow 
struck Daladier and Reynaud could not "^Join 
Laval or Petain in complete betrayal. What 
Benes saw the others did, too, but they merely 
closed their eyes. 

As a defence of the position of the former 
president of Czechoslovakia this is a compre- 
hensive and factual treatment of a sympathe- 
tic caase. The blame for the present plight of 
Europe Is laid at the door of the Allied poli- 
ticians who deliberately "misjudged" their 
friends and enemies alike.

Obesity 

EverybOfly loves a fat man, so It 
if; faid, but il is doublfiil v/hrlhei 
f fat man loves himself loo well 
(Jbrsily appears lo be M phenomen- 
on of civilization, more particular- 
ly, perhaps, of sedentary occupa- 
tion. Primitive people are said not 
lo acquire obesity and among phys- 
ically active occupations such as 
farming obesity i-t not common. It 
is believed that normally an in- 
dividual should increase in weight 
until 25 or 30 years. After that age 
weight should remain stationary. 
•Some authorities consider that In- 
crease in weight after 3^) years of 
age is pathological or evidence of 
di.ieasc. 

Obviously weight itself is not a 
guage of obesity. At 150 pounds a 
short man might be overweight and 
a tall man underweight. Actually 

■••e have no accurate measure of 
normal weight because constitution 
plays a part, having to do with the 
size of muscles and bones. A rough 
measure is Ihe "pondéral Index" 
(weight in pounds divided by height 
in inches). Using this Index under 
20 IS considered lightweight, 2.0 to 
2A medium'^ eight and over 2.4 
hcavywcighl. On this basis a man 
or woman 5 feet 6 inches in height 
should weigh between 134 and 160 
pounds to fait into the medium 
weight class. 

With f6.v exceptions overweight 
is caused by eating too much, or 
exercising too little, or both and a 
vicious circle can be seen in this, 
since generally speaking, the fat- 
ter one gets the more disinclined 
one is to take exercise. The objec- 
tions to obesity are many and can 
be listed roughly in order of their 
importance: 

1. From a social standpoint it is 
unsightly. The old days when the 
obese female was held as the model 
of beauty have gone, we hope, for- 
ever. Obesity in the male and 
particularly in the female is a social 
handicap. 

2. Physically it Is a handicap 
because it increases every effort 
from walking to dancing. One has 
only to try the difference between 
walking with a winter overcoat on 
and without one to appreciate this. 
The fat person can't shed his over- 
coat even in summer. 

3. It is a hazard to life. Insur- 
ance companies find that obesity 
is definitely associated with high 
mortality. It is a precursor of 
diabetes and appears to be related 
to heart disease and high blood 
pressure.

constant with slight fluctuations 
for years. Tne -A-eight regulating 
mechanism in most people is very 
stable, but in a few it is not, and 
it is these people who are prone 
to become obese. Those, who have 
been endowed by nature with a 
good weight regulator, should ap- 
preciate the fact that it is by no 
special virtue of theirs that they 
maintain their normal weighL In 
fact they may exercise far less con- 
trol than the fat.prone mdividuals, 
who despite their efforts continue 
to grow fatter and falter. 

It is easier to stay 'iiin than to 
get thin and the moral of this arti- 
cle is "Watch your waist line." The 
reduction of overweight is theor- 
etically easy, practically very diffi- 
cult. A doctor can advise, but will 
power and persistence are required 
in greater measure than most 
people possess.

ened to invalidate these just claims. 
The Melthusian doctrine, however, 
taught that in a civil' society, with 
rigid frontiers, living space was 
closely limited. A people must 
either adapt lis growth to natural 
limitations or, if it oversteps them, 
becomes pauperized, since no .addi- 
tional portions of living space for 
newcomers are available. 

After the World War hr .stated, it 
seemed lo many observers that a 
r.alion t safety depends on aderjuate 
living space from which it ran 
draw its necessary supplies under 
its own domination. 

Professor Bonn showed that, but 
for the advent of Nazism, these doc- 
trines might have remained mere- 
ly academic Iheoriet Nazism how- 



ever, represented a peculiar type of 
nationalism and it had attempted 
to eliminate competition among its 
members and to suppress class war 
fare within the nation for, from its 
point of view, the citizens from the 
cells of the national body and the 
cells must co-operate and not com- 
pete. He pointed out, however, 
that competition between nations 
is essential. The struggle for life 
is not a peaceful affair but a real 
battle in v.tiich a nation which is 
endowed with higher qualities, sub- 
jects, climinate.=, or e.xterminates 
less valuable nations. Nations must 
grow in the physiological sense of 
the word— by increase in numbers 
and they can do so only if suffi- 
cient living space i.s available. 
What Living Space Means 

Living space means land, and Hit- 
ler says,- "Never consider the Reich 
secure if it cannot give, for hun- 
dreds of years to come, lo every 
scion of our nation his own piece 
of land. Never forget that the moal 
sacred sacrifice is the blood shed 
for this land." Since overseas col- 
onies were not secure. Hitler craved 
the acquisition of the Ukraine, 
which was large and rich enough 
to rear millions of German.'s. It was 
no longer enough lo po.-yscs.* ade- 
quate living space— each German 
must have as great a portion as any 
other person in the world. This can 
only be done by ousting other 
nations, forcing them to lower 
their fta.ridard of living and finally 
to commit race iuicide. 

Professor Bonn ended his address 
with the following, "In the days 
of Charles V this did not seem Im- 
possible but, even when he retired 
to Ih*^ f.'oiiveni of .St. .hislv, his 
empire had tij be partitioned .ind 
thit dream ol magnificeni arro- 
gance was blown lo shreds by Ihe 
^ gales which pounded Ihe Armada 
I just opposite the while cliffs of 
Dover."

From this 
potential economic understanding, 
the vital friendship would come, 
and clear the way for a United 
States of Europe.

If Mi.is I,, Evelyn MacGowan 
aiMen in her letter of protest to 
the Kditor-m-Chie( of yesterday, 
that this is a man's world and thai 
women on this Campus seem to 
have no right to criticize, she is 
actually contradicting herself be- 
cause of her own strong, th<tugh 
partly justified criticism, on ihii 
matter.
